| Leo Francisco died from gunshot | 


wounds, the ninth victim of the 
Republic Steel strike massacre

Mass Murder by Cops 

An account given by a person 
who studied the film carefully 
at several showings, describes 
the fatal events graphically: 

“Then suddenly, without ap- 
parent warning, there is a terri- 
fic roar of pistol shots, and men 
in the front ranks of the march- 
ers go down like grass before a 
scythe. The camera catches ap- 
proximately a dozen falling si-

| SAN FRANCISCO —Attorneys 
| for three members of the Marine 
Firemen’s Union, convicted Jan- 
uary 5 in Oakland’s “ship mur- 
der” trial have filed their brief 
on appeal. 

The brief, filed for Earl King, 
Ernest G. Ramsay and Frank 
| J. Conner, asks reversal of the 
conviction because of the “un- 
fairness and one-sidedness” of 
Superior Judge Frank M. Og- 
| den’s comment on the evidence. 
| Shipowner-Inspired Frame-up 
King Ramsay and Conner were 
| Victims of a shipowner-inspired 
|frameup, union labor charges. 
|They were sentenced to terms 
|of five years to life for ‘“com- 
| plicity” in the murder of Chief 
| Engineer George W. Alberts of 
| the Swayne and Hoyt freighter 
| Point Lobos, 

The appeal brief contends 
“that the judge’s comment on 
| the evidence exceeded the bounds 
of fair comment and constitutes 
| prejudicial error.”

Convention Votes to 
Organize Union 
| Industrially

The recent convention of the 
Upholsterers’ International, held 


iin Cleveland several weeks ago, 
was the most progressive in the 
history of the union, 
Organizationally, the conven- 
| tion took steps to insure a suc- 
|cessful- drive- throughout- the 
;country. 
Organizing Drive Planned 
| The international was divided 
into five councils, with each 
|council granted control aver a 
certain territory and responsible 
for the orsanizational work. 
Each courtvil is now to receive 
a rebate of 60 per cent of the 
per capita tax and 50 per cent 
of the initiation fees paid to the 
international by the locals in the 
council’s territory. By this means, 
, the councils will be given suffi- 
cient funds to conduct organiza- 
tion activity. 


The general executive board 
was enlarged from 20 to 3% to 
give every district and every 


craft a chance to be represented. 
Ot the six vice-presidents, all 
unpaid officers unless sent out 
into the field by the internation 
al, five will be responsible for 
the five councils to the general 
executive board. 


Industrial Organization 

On the type of organization, 
| the most important resolution 
|}adopted calls for the organiza- 
tion of all furniture workers on 
an industrial basis. Previously, 
| the union was forced to reject 
affiliation of different crafts in 


| the furniture industry. 

The convention voted to change 
the name of the internation, in- 
cluding both awning workers and 
furniture workers in the new 
name. 

The convention also voted that 
the new administration go into 
power immediately, to ¢arry out 
the new program and policies. 

For Farmer-Labor Party 


Resolutions were adopted for 
a Farmer-Labor Party, for the 
| unconditional release of Tom 


Mooney and the Scottsboro Boys, 
and against fascism. 

The delegates went on record 
in support of the struggle of 
the Spanish Loyalists. 

The killing of the Chicago stee! 
strikers was protested in a tele 
gram to President Roosevelt and 


to the governor of Illinois. 
The convention took no stand 
on the CIO, in the interests of 


certain crafts in the international, 
It was made clear, however, that 
the international will not support 
any fight against the CIO. 
Progressives Elected 

The new president of the in- 
ternational is Sol. B. Hoffman. 
of Philadelphia, who has consis- 
tently fought for progressive pol 
icies. Members of the general 
executive board include such pro- 
gressives as Morris Muster of 
the Upholsterers’ Local 76, Mor- 
ris Pizer of the same local, Max 
Perlow of the Furniture Local 
76-B, A. Sirota of the Bedding 
Local 140, and others of New 
York. Other progressive forces 
from the West and Midwest are 
also represented. 

The convention, representing 
20,000 workers, was opened by 
Paul Scharrenberg, representing 
the AFL, who launched into a 
bitter attack on “reds” and John 
L. Lewis, chairman of the CIO. 

Progressives in Control 

The answer to this attack was 
the election of progressives to 
all convention committees, Pro- 
gressives controlled the conven- 
tion by a vote of ten to two 
on all issues. 

The outgoing administration, 

headed by James H. Hatch, pres- 
ident, had previously put ob- 
stacles in the way of organizing 
furniture workers on an indus- 
trial basis. They sought to head 
off the program of the progres- 
sives by introducing the “red” 
issue, but failed. A maneuver to 
split the Pacific Coast delegates 
away from the progressive bloc 
also failed. 
_ As a result of this convention, 
it is expected that the member- 
ship In the international will! be 
immeasurably increased in num- 
bers and strength by the time 
of the next convention, two 
years hence.
